“Ir 1 HAD TIME, I would like to read that book.” “I would like to 
make a study of that subject if I could only find the time.” “I do 
want to run out and visit my old friend, but I just can’t find an hour 
to spare.” “I would like to assist in Association work, but I am so 
busy at the office.” 

How often have you heard such expressions and excuses? How 
often have you indulged in them yourself? All of us have the same 
amount of time—twenty-four hours a day, and probably have at 
our disposal more of that precious commodity than any other. 

The truth is, we do with our time pretty nearly as we want to. 
If there is anything we really want to do more than anything else, we 
generally find the time for it. 

There’s the rub, We are pulled this way and that by conflicting 
desires and we are apt to yield to the strongest which is usually one 
that involves the least mental or physical exertion, the least discomfort 
or inconvenience, 

If this same attitude were assumed by those who are willing to serve 
as officials in your National and State organizations, and by those 
who are willing to give a little time to serve on committee work, there 
would be no organized chiropody in this country. The same applies to 
our institutions of learning where many of our members donate freely 
of their time. 

Our profession is progressing splendidly, but think how much more 
could be accomplished if a larger majority of our members would 
spare a little of their time to attend local meetings and take an active 
interest in our National and State Association affairs. The ultimate 
result would be a more outstanding profession with proportionately 
greater accomplishments. 

Calling this to the attention of members of any organization is 
nothing new. But it is an undebatable truth which hundreds are un- 
willing to accept, and if they do accept it, are unwilling to concede its 
value by taking definite action,

In addition to these two committees we have numerous others which 
have been listed in this Journat. While the success of some of these 
committees depends chiefly upon the assistance given by local state 
organizations, there are others which can serve your local association 
extensively. 

Our Legislative Committee, under the direction of Dr. Paul Mahaffey, 
of Springfield, Illinois, is prepared to give definite assistance to any 
state in the preparation of regulatory measures. This committee has 
accumulated masses of information over a period of years, and it is 
suggested that you take advantage of the services of this committee.

Blind to Chiropodical Progress

IT HAD EVERY RIGHT to be proud of 
itself—this grafted branch. In the 
blooming season its flowers were large 
and the creamy petals red on the edges, 
while the other blossoms on the tree 
were small and scraggly, and dirty- 
white, 

When autumn changed the flowers 
to fruit, the apples on this branch 
were big, deep-red, with hearts as 
white as snow. And the branch, seeing 
this, was swollen with pride. 

“Why should I remain a part of 
this poor tree? I give more fruit 
than the rest of the branches com- 
bined. I will be a tree unto myself, 
that men may know me, and give me 
credit for my fruits.” 

The next time a strong wind blew, 
the branch strained and pulled and 
twisted, and finally tore itself from 
the tree, The tree bled at the wound 
a little time, but the gardner came 
along and grafted another branch in 
the place. But the branch that tore 
itself away died very quickly.

It did not realize that the sap—the 
life blood that gave it health and 
strength to produce—came from the 
roots of the tree. The branch could 
not see that because the tree had other 
branches, it was able to drink in more 
sunshine and rain—that all branches 
drew life from the soil and air and gave 
it gladly, that the one branch could 
flourish and produce much fruit. So, 
the grafted branch that thought it 
could be a tree, died, the tree lived on. 

There are chiropodists today who 
draw the very life blood of their suc- 
cess (be it small or great) from the 
professional organization of which 
they are a part. They realize that 
our chiropody educational system, our 
state regulatory measures, and the 
ever growing interest in this profes- 
sion are due to organized effort. 

Is there anyone who can truthfully 
say that it would be better if we 
abandoned our State and National or- 
ganizations? Of course not. Then 
why should we not be close to a one 
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hundred per cent organization when 
we believe in the fundamental prin- 
ciples upon which our Associations 
work? Personal or imaginary ani- 
mosities and politics should have no 
place among us. First consideration 
should be given by every member of 
our profession to friendly coopera- 
tion which is our only source of 
power. 

If you are not a member of the 
chiropody association which represents 
you (and I say, “Represents You,” 
advisedly), ask yourself, “What is 
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the problem at hand? How can it 
best be solved?” Your answer is bound 
to be, “Through organized effort.” 

State and National societies have 
made mistakes and will no doubt make 
more, But we are learning by these 
errors and we are GOING FOR- 
WARD. We want your help and 
you, of necessity, need us, 

Happy is the man who can see, in 
the results of his efforts, more than 
an isolated, personal achievement — 
who can view the organization of 
which he is a part, as a whole. 


THIs IssUE OF THE JOURNAL comes 
to you as a gift of organized Podiatry- 
Chiropody with the hope that in read- 
ing through its pages you may find 
every reason you have maintained for 
non-membership successfully answered. 
Every line is written to you by 
the Officers and Committeemen of the 
N.A.C. and has been checked and 
edited for its truth. Every word of 
these articles has been written by 
authors with an absolute conviction 
that the time they have expended in 
promoting our progress and fighting 
to maintain our progress attests their 
sincerity of purpose and cites their dis- 
tress for not representing a greater 
membership. 

The Legislative Committee for ex- 
ample, indicates that the remedies you 
and we desire are within our province 
were we truly the powerful representa- 
tive group rather than a well formed 
and well informed body. True, we 
must be experts for our needs, and as 
experts we must have the support of 
the majority of practitioners in every 
single state. This is but the need of 
one committee, but amplify that six- 
teen times and you have sixteen Com-

mittee Chairmen expert in their field, 
distressed when they visualize how 
much more cooperation they must 
have to complete their task. 

The economic disaster of the last 
six or seven years caused organized 
Chiropody its severest and most pain- 
ful setback. When great sacrifices by 
the practitioners had to be made to 
combat unscrupulous enterprises, he 


let his profession down. He with- 
drew from membership. He refused 
to become a member. He did not 


contribute to prevent a halt in his 
profession’s progress even though it 
entailed financial sacrifice. The best 
insurance was to retain what little in- 
come there was left, a membership in 
the organization that had to fight off 
the economic reasons, The result be- 
came self-evident. Progress almost 
halted. However, one bit of progress 
made was within the Association and 
corrective to say the least. A newer 
and perhaps more intelligent phil- 
osophy resulted with many older be- 
liefs cast aside, so that now we again 
stand ready to march forward, un- 
marred by personal ambitions and 
individualism. The only missing help- 
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mate is every one of those who do not 
signify their wish to help by associat- 
ing themselves with the only repre- 
sentative national body. 

We must admit that no other pro- 
fession was so invaded by unscrupu- 
lous commercial endeavor as ours dur- 
ing the years of depression. All kinds 
of new commercial terminology was 
employed relating to feet, for public 
deception. Chains of unlicensed and 
unprofessional “foot” shops, comfort 
shops, foot experts, foot correctors, 
etc., were opened throughout the na- 
tion. Professions had to go to the 
front, and yours did, but with its lack 
of support was only one half as suc- 
cessful. And that was an enviable 
record, but it wasn’t enough. With 
the proper majority support our right 
as experts would never have been chal- 
lenged by legislatures desiring to pro- 
tect public health. As experts we 
would have been able to advise our 


legislatures, our kin professions, our 


judges. The task to correct is now 
double that of prevention. To cor- 
rect we need lots more support or 
else must stumble along, trusting for 
a better turn, but accepting what is 
given. No, this isn’t alarmist in na- 
ture, and it isn’t exaggeration, it is 
the undisputable truth. Have you 
been fair to yourself and to your pro- 
fession by permitting others to sacri- 
fice their funds and time to wage a 
weakened battle when strength which 
you could have provided, was all that 
was necessary to win? Of course you 
haven’t, but you just didn’t see it 
that way. It wasn’t ever impressed 
upon you in that way. Your col- 
leagues didn’t seem to extend the hand 
for your help in that way. The newer 
philosophy previously mentioned rec- 
ognizes that and offers amends. What 
will you do? 

So far we have stressed only the 
power of numbers and pleaded for a 
sincere consideration of that very im- 
portant need, As in all professions we 


have those who not only have re- 


mained out of their society but have 
dealt their profession the cruelist cut 
of all, — unethical, unprofessional 
conduct. We plead for no man who 
has, by such conduct, so permanently 
harmed his profession by transgressing 
the common tenets of decency and 
professional dignity. Please realize 
what your conduct has cost you and 
your profession and stop, for chi- 
ropody’s sake, the practises that have 
made enemies of your colleagues and 
caused us to be judged so unfavorably 
by those yearning for our destruction. 
Conform to professional ethics and 
prove to your state society that you 
erred and ask that they include you 
as a member, so that in some small 
way you can help to continue the 
jobs delayed and set back by some of 
your acts, 

To close, let three things be done 
by you as you turn the pages of this 
issue of our Journal, first READ them 
over carefully, they are not propa- 
ganda, they are the TRUTH. Second, 
THINK, compare them with your 
reasons for non-membership. Third, 
REALIZE that the only way to com- 
bat an evil, be it for our welfare, or 
be it in our own association, is to get 
in and educate your colleagues, the 
correction becomes automatic, After 
you have done these three, apply for 
membership. 

Membership is a Duty and promotes 
Progsess, You can never regret chi- 
ropody progress, 

A few words must be directed at 
our state societies, with a hope that 
they will extend a welcome hand to 
all those non-members who are judged 
worthy of membership, as a matter of 
fact, needed as members. Tennessee 
is the first state to take this matter in 
hand as a social obligation to its pro- 
fession. It has inaugurated a very ac- 
tive personal drive and adopted a 
slogan “Watch Tennessee Go” when 
it became apparent that it will have 
100% membership in 1937. You will 
read and hear more from Try

IN APPEALING to the practitioner 
throughout the country who is not a 
member of the Association through his 
affiliated state society, my motive may 
be a selfish one. 

Many requests come to me from 
varied sources for information as to 
the number of practising chiropodists- 
podiatrists in the country and the per- 
centage of that number who are mem- 
bers of our Association. I find myself 
evading these questions because my 
reply would show, not poor judgment 
on the part of the Association, but on 
the part of the individual practitioner 
who has not as yet become a part of 
this body. 

If I could say that every ethical chi- 
ropodist in each one of our affiliated 
state societies is a member of his State 
Society and the National Association 
of Chiropodists, what a united front 
we would present. 

I know that our JouRNAL can be 
improved and that it needs to be im- 
proved, but without the practitioners 
behind it to make possible these im- 
provements, we cannot proceed. We 
would have a greater circulation and 


the revenue derived from its advertis- 
ing columns would be put into public 
education and this would most cer- 
tainly, more than incidentally, redound 
to the benefit of our membership. 

A Secretary is either the hub of dis- 
cussions or the hub for them. I natu- 
rally receive many, many recommen- 
dations and suggestions and criticisms. 
I do not doubt that we can be criti- 
cized, that acts and policies thought 
correct have since been found wanting, 
but as I study the recorded proceed- 
ings of each House of Delegates, I 
realize how rapidly we are correcting 
not only conditions adversely affecting 
the profession, but also our own errors, 
to make us a better, less political or- 
ganization, united for chiropody wel- 
fare. There is little I can do with these 
complaints when they come from one 
who has not been one of us, but there 
is much I must do with each one com- 
ing from a member. The place to cor- 
rect is in the place to formulate policy, 
in the place to seek help, in, never out. 

With your help and co-operation we 
can be more helpful and useful to you. 


IN APPROACHING the problem of in- 
creasing membership in the N.A.C., I 
wonder if the non-member has viewed 
his lack of interest in professional or- 
ganization from the standpoint that 
only through organized effort has it 
been possible for us to overcome some 
of the obstacles in the path of educa- 
tional progress through the standards 
formulated by our members through 
this Council. 

It is expected that all accredited

schools will soon include among the 
pre-entrance requirements a minimum 
of one year of baccalaureate work in 
addition to the three-year professional 
course. While the schools have co- 
operated without stint in raising the 
educational standards of our future 
practitioners, perhaps our non-members 
have not been aware that the routine 
expenses connected with the conduct of 
this Council in inspecting schools pe- 
riodically and the large amount of 
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stenographic work necessary to the 
routine affairs which bring us in di- 
rect contact with the boards of exam- 
iners throughout the country, and 
wherein the majority of these boards 
now refuse to accept for a licensing 
examination graduates from unap- 
proved schools, there can be no doubt 
that through organized effort our 
status as a profession has risen in 
twenty-five years to a greater degree 
than medicine or dentistry have ever 
advanced in a like period of time. It 
seems to me that if our non-members 
fully realize that through their per- 
sonal interest, in addition to the nom- 
inal dues, much of the work our 
Association could do which is now 
handicapped because of lack of per- 
sonal and financial support would go 
on to greater height with the support 
of the present non-members of our 
profession. The practitioner who is 
professionally minded should give, for 
the sake of his profession, his whole- 
hearted support to the organization 
which represents him in the field of 
education. 

While the practitioners of medicine 
were well-organized thirty-five years 
ago, one phase of organized activity on 
the part of the American Medical As- 
sociation was in its infancy, and 
through the activities of the Council 
on Medical Education and Hospitals 
supported by organized effort, the plan 
to elevate the standard of medical edu- 
cation through the elimination of com- 
mercialism in medical schools was 


started at a time when there were 
around 175 such schools in the coun- 
try. With entrance to the great ma- 
jority of them largely a matter of 
showing academic work similar to that 
required by our own schools of today, 
we are all aware of the tremendous 
advance in the education of medical 
men at the present time as another in- 
dication of the value of united effort 
through organization. 

Before organized medicine attempted 
to elevate educational standards 
through its Association most of the 
schools were privately owned and con- 
ducted for profit. Today, there are 
around 75 approved medical schools in 
this country; the others have either 
closed their doors or merged. While we 
have every reason to be proud of the 
advance made in our own schools during 
the past twenty-five years, many non- 
association members of our profession 
are not aware that some of the educa- 
tional progress made has been due to 
the splendid co-operation between our 
Association and schools. In this brief 
space of time our pre-entrance require- 
ments have reached a standard com- 
parable to that of medicine of thirty- 
five years ago, and the continual ad- 
vance in our professional standards 
will gain momentum through the 
active membership of many eligible 
non-members who are today unac- 
quainted with the work already ac- 
complished by the National Associa- 
tion of Chiropodists. 


The Public Wants to Know

In AN apprREss delivered to the gradu- 
ating class of the Ohio College of 
Chiropody a few years since, Dr. 
Siemon made the statement that a 
great many men in every profession 
die the day they receive their diplomas, 
In other words, they are never heard 
of again; they do not attend meetings

of their Associations in their chosen 
field, and become buried and unknown 
in professional life, 

Yet those new graduates must at- 
tempt to eke a livelihood in a virgin 
profession that still has many mil- 
lions of people to educate to foot 
health. To do this, the budget of the 
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N.A.C. can allot only pitifully small 
amounts because it hasn’t enough 
members to permit the type of edu- 
cational program that will save need- 
less foot suffering. 

We are all agreed that this is what 
we sorely need. We are agreed that 
only by proper programs of this kind 
can we combat the quack and charla- 
tan who preys upon the public. We 
are agreed that no better method than 
this can be found to establish a pro- 
fession, legislatively, as one deserving 
the protective arm of the law. Yet, 
in what way do we make all these 
advantages possible when we deny our 
knowledge and ability to the driving 
organized body representing our prob- 
lems from coast to coast. 

Among the non-members there are 
“lone wolves” who believe our pro- 
gram of public education all wrong 
and not enough of it. They proceed 
to spend more than their dues to write 
articles for newspapers, publish pam- 
phlets for general distribution, etc., 
when all they are doing is advertising 
themselves by misstatements and in 
a manner so poor that disrespect, 


rather than respect, is ours to enjoy. 
Wouldn’t it be better to help a gen- 
eral program, accepting your share, 
and enjoying the respect of the pub- 
lic as well as your colleague? You 
do not die then, you just begin to 
live. You begin to live that part 
which you are to play in the develop- 
ment of your profession and, 
course, with the profession, the de- 
velopment of yourself. 

You may not like the other fellow; 
you may not agree with him; you 
may argue with him; you may fight 
with him, but if you hang around 
with him long enough, whether you 
like it or not, he will give you an idea 
that you never had before. 

Chiropody has made wonderful 
strides in the past decade, thanks to 
those who unselfishly give it their 
time, and effort that the legislation 
and present educational standards 
might become possible. For these 
things, however, you are not indebted 
to the stay-at-homers, we mean fel- 
lows who died the day they received 
their diplomas, 


Indifference to Organized Chiropody, 
Defeats Progress 


CHIROPODISTS WHO THROUGH UTTER 
Lack of moral responsibility, do not 
affiliate themselves with organized 
chiropody, as individuals do not de- 
serve the privilege or right to share 
in the fruits of our profession, which 
have been made possible by pioneers 
through hard work, sacrifice, time and 
money out of their own pockets, 
One needs to become only super- 
ficially acquainted with our legislative 
problems in the forty-eight states to 
realize that only organization is re- 
sponsible for all that is beneficial to- 
day, and that now, more than ever 


before, only organized effort, as the

experts, will be responsible for all 
that is still to be done legislatively. 
No one other than the organization of 
chiropody can know better what its 
next step must be. No other one can 
advise our legislative and departmental 
officials better concerning the needs 
of chiropody and the public as they 
pertain to chiropody, than the organ- 
ized society in the state. 

There are still states without any 
laws helpfully affecting us, there are 
many states with poor laws needing 
revision and adoption of better legis- 
lation, and there are still some states 
that have very adverse legislation on 
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their law books, passed by those not 
in the profession, that need correction, 
Certainly no legislative body can 
honestly refuse the needs of a ma- 
jority of minds in a profession as 
expert. What are you, non-members, 
doing to help formulate and support 
this expert opinion? What are you 
doing to gain the more desirable con- 
ditions you find so needed? Don’t you 
see that only strength can get them 
for you? 

Do you realize that while you are 
a member and working in your office 
some twenty or more men are working 
on details? How had this better be 
written? Who must we see about 
that? How can I get this approved, 
or that retraction? What is the next 
step? Why? And the result is always 
at least a 20 per cent improvement. 
To permit that attention you contrib- 
ute dues which cover only the print- 
ing and postage necessary to do the 
work. Now then, how about contrib- 
uting some of that skill and wisdom 


to make a better percentage improve- 
ment? 

Suppose every non-member as well 
as the membership in the National 
Association of Chiropodists and every 
member in every state organization 
felt satisfied and refused a member- 
ship? What would happen? Would the 
ball keep rolling? Would Chiropody 
march on? 

Let us start off with banishing this 
fellow, indifference. Let us say to our- 
selves: We owe everything to our state, 
our national organization; we are 
going to work with them; we are go- 
ing to join the National organization; 
we are going to support our National 
officers; we are going to attend meet- 
ings; we are going to answer their 
letters; we are going to acknowledge, 
too, that we owe much to the efforts 
of our fellow members. We are going 
to repay them in kind, when we are 
asked to work for our society, we are 
going to do it, cheerfully and will- 
ingly. ‘Chiropody Marches on!” 


SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 


CALLS FOR INCREASED 


MEMBERSHIP IN THE N.A.C. FOR PROTECTION 
OF THE PROFESSION

N. A. C, COMMITTEE ON SOCIALIZED CHIROPODY 


WE ARE LIVING in the most unprece- 
dented social, economic, and political 
upheaval that modern civilization has 
ever seen. For many decades we were 
in what might normally be termed an 
evolutionary process of development; 
but during the past five years we have 
been precipitated into a drastic revolu- 
tion, Its effects have been so great, 
and its intercorrelations and ramifica- 
tions have struck so insidiously and 


_without warning such lethal blows 
~that most of us have apparently been 


unable to cope with the varied and 
abnormal situations that have con- 
fronted us in our professional and busi- 
ness lives. 

Many appear stunned, hopelessly 
bogged in the quagmire of depression, 


unable to take their bearings. Their 
natural abilities, sense of normal equi- 
libriym, and initiative seem paralyzed. 
Their actions, or rather lack of them 
show symptoms of a person who has 
been shocked into a state of coma or 
stupor. 

Men and women who had all the ap- 
pearance of sturdy, reliable, depend- 
able, self-supporting individuals, whose 
pride, ambition, and rugged individual- 
ism would have carried them through 
any sort of catastrophe have surrend- 
ered their God-given attributes and 
human qualities and are cringing and 
crying for help like the most depraved 
weakling that ever sunk in the mire of 
the gutter. Their cries and moans have 
ascended into the high places, and poli- 
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ticians who have their fingers on the 
pulse of the public, ever ready to heed 
the call of the mob, have opened the 
purse strings of the tax payers—you 
and me—and have poured from the 
horn of not so plenty the blessings of 
prosperity in the form of doles, sub- 
sidiaries, etc., upon the heads of every 
organized group who could deliver an 
influential or substantial vote. 

Organized minorities, under able 
leadership, have been most successful 
in obtaining recognition and aid. Con- 
centrated, organized efforts do bring 
results. 


My investigation of the socialized 
aspect of medicine leads me to believe 
there are upward of more than two 
hundred (200) plans or propositions 
either in operation to a greater or lesser 
degree, or in the process of formation, 
to be used later if their propagators are 
successful in selling these ideas to in- 
dividuals, groups, or organizations. 


In addition to these private plans 
and schemes, alleged to reduce the cost 
of medical and dental care to the pa- 
tient; fostered by: individuals, groups, 
corporations, so called philanthropists, 
humanitarians, reformers and up- 
lifters, we have another group who are 
urging state medicine. e ground 
work is already laid, and certain pow- 
erful individuals, and organized groups 
within the medical and dental profes- 
sions, as wll as without, are propa- 
gandizing this idea in the most subtle 
and effective way that money, brains, 
and high powered organization are 
capable of giving. You may scoff at 
this and label me as an alarmist but, 
with the inroads already made, and the 
successful subsidizing of medicine and 
dentistry, both by the Federal and 
State Governments, one can easily see 
State Medicine is not the remote pos- 
sibility many seem to believe it to be. 

In the United States Public Health 
Service, Army, Navy, and the U. S. 
Veterans Administration, as well as 
State, County, and City Municipal 
governments medicine and dentistry 


reign supreme. The osteopaths (only 
about 8000 in the U. S.) have gained 
some recognition in some States and 
have been subsidized to some extent. 
(Government has paid them for serv- 
ices rendered indigent-relief clients.) 
The osteopaths’ success along these lines 
is the result of their organization ef- 
forts, one strong society and the loyal 
unanimous cooperation the individual 
osteopath gives his local, state, and na- 
tional society. 


THis WHOLE PREAMBLE Has LED To 
ONE QUESTION 


Where is Chiropody going if state 
medicine, or some other controlled, or 
subsidized method is substituted for 
our present methods of caring for the 
sick and injured? 

That will mean all medical, dental, 
and chiropodical service will be paid 
for by the state. 

You may have a better answer. But, 
my observations lead me to the con- 
clusion that unless chiropodists are 
ready now, to drop their petty differ- 
ences, and unite for a common pur- 
pose the time is not far off when your 
services will be paid for by the state, 
not to a chiropodist, but to the physi- 
cian, and no matter how much inferior 
his chiropody service may be, com- 
pared with that of a trained, compe- 
tent chiropodist, those who will choose 
to pay cash for services that are offered 
gratis by Uncle Sam or some other 
Agency will be so rare, that most of 
us cannot, under any circumstances 
survive as chiropodists. 

Are you willing, for the sake of a 
few paltry dollars, to have it said that 
you would not protect your profession 
and legitimate means of earning a live- 
lihood, and greatest of all the oppor- 
tunity to serve mankind in a way you 
have prepared yourself and devoted a 
good part of your life in doing? By 
refusing to become a member of your 
State and National Association? 

I challenge you red blooded chirop- 
odists to do your part now.

Bs 
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Science, Membership, Both Are Necessary 


WHEN THIS CHAIRMAN first consid- 
ered the topic of this article, volumes 
appeared necessary to tell just why 
better membership gives better returns 
from the Scientific Committee, and the 
Fact Finding Bureau. What service 
and protection could be given by this 
committee with proper co-operation 
from the whole profession and suffi- 
cient financial support, is not esti- 
mable. 

To consider how only routine duties 
of this committee could be materially 
aided by increased membership, I leave 
to your own thoughts. Preparing con- 
vention programs, advising and aid in 
directing affiliated states to improve 
the quality and widen the scope of 
subjects and the professions to present 
them are routine matters that can be 
improved 100% with only a 50% in- 
crease in membership. So many more 
co-workers could be called upon for 
help and contact purposes, so many 
more practitioners would attend meet- 
ings thereby providing the enthusiasm 
necessary for better and more scien- 
tific programs, so many more could 
help in the scientific work of our pro- 
fession by making themselves available 
for research and investigatory purposes. 
And so we could go on for pages. 

Two of the newer and most helpful 
functions of this committee are cre- 
ating a scientific library, and scientific 
advancement. We are at present, 
within the limitations of a small bud- 
get, gathering scientific literature from 
all parts of the globe pertaining to our 
profession and its work. Why? So 
that we may all enjoy all the science 
used today. The non-member becomes 
restricted to what he can pick up here 
and there, with the result that his 
lackings may some day cause great 
harm to the whole profession. With 
this material we can weigh our knowl-

edge and fill in where we are wanting. 
We can learn what subjects are yet 
too unspecific to be certain. For all 
of this we need the financial and active 
support of the member so that we can 
give him what he has a right to expect. 

Our colleges and schools may feel 
very justified to call upon us to dis- 
cover what they might do to better 
prepare the students and keep the 
graduate up to date. Who gains by 
that? You and me. Legislatures still 
to be impressed with the need for pro- 
gressive legislation for a recognized 
and established profession cannot logi- 
cally deny the Science of Chiropody its 
place in the Professional Scientific 
World in face of scientific material we 
can supply. 

Our whole march of Progress hinges 
largely upon our scientific history and 
that history cannot be written in en- 
tirety unless the whole profession con- 
tributes the necessary material and 
writes the specific points, taking an 
active part in the development and 
improvement of technic and principle. 

With larger and more societies this 
committee could direct more needed 
research in one year than it can plan 
now in five. 

In close cooperation with the Or- 
ganization Committee we are now 
ready to provide or help provide sci- 
entific material for small groups all 
over the country, thereby encourag- 
ing the meeting of groups and adding 
new members who had to heed geo- 
graphic inconvenience. Societies will 
also be formed in those unorganized 
states by these activities. 

If all these services can be done with 
our limited funds in a limited man- 
ner, and if they are all important in 
our advancement, certainly you can 
realize how much you are delaying the 
work which protects you as well as en- 
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larges your scope of practice, by your 
continued disinterest in membership. I 
can say, without the slightest fear of 
contradiction, that whatever reasons 
you hold now for your non-member- 
ship may be, they cannot possibly be as 
strong and important as those for 
membership. Your own estimate of 
present economic trends, commercial- 
ized science, and battles for the sur- 
vival of the fittest certainly should 


make it imperative beyond any doubt 
that personal and political differences 
must be secondary if you want your 
profession to hold its place in the sci- 
entific world today and thereby as- 
sure your future in it as a profession. 
All of our efforts are directed for that 
purpose, not by choice but by necessity. 

Membership is a necessity to preserve 
progress. 


INCREASE OF MEMBERSHIP, PLUS ADDITIONAL 
FUNDS EQUALS GREATER VISUAL 
EDUCATIONAL ACTIVITIES 


SOME TIME AGo this department was 
called upon by a non-member to ex- 
plain the purpose and the function of 
the department of visual education. 


His attitude and demeanor was any- 
thing but friendly. “Can I have a 
loan of a film?” he asked. After ex- 
plaining to him that this department 
was created primarily for the purpose 
of disseminating scientific knowledge 
to the members of the National Asso- 
ciation of Chiropodists (N.A.C.), and 
after apprizing him of the fact that 
these releases were issued without cost 
to any practitioner, a member of a 
state or local society, affiliated with the 
N.A.C., and after informing him that 
the following films, “Minor Surgery in 
Podiatry,” “Making of Plaster of Paris 
Casts,” “Shielding in Podiatry,” “In- 
filtration and Conduction Anesthesia” 
and “Manipulative Therapy and Mas- 
sage” were part of our library and 
could be had for use in connection 
with any scientific lecture, and when 
I finally told him that we had a film, 
The Foot Payne Family, which could 
be shown to Parent Teacher’s Associa- 
tions, Schools and Educational Insti- 
tutions, his attitude of skepticism im- 
mediately changed. “I never realized 
that the N. A. C. was doing such 
splendid work,” he frankly admitted.

He then went on to say that he had 
his doubts about ever joining the 
N. A. C., but after having been in- 
formed by other committee heads as 
to what had been done and what is in 
contemplation, he concluded that he 
was better off in the society than out. 
“Dr. Lewy,” said he, “I’m afraid that 
the N. A. C. is losing a wonderful 
opportunity in not advising the non- 
members of the excellent work the 
Bureau of Visual Education is doing 
for its members.” 

Accepting this admonition as a chal- 
lenge from a non-member, I take this 
occasion of telling him as well as all 
other non-members what greater op- 
portunities would come to this de- 
partment were the N. A. C. to in- 
crease its membership one thousand 
members. 

Think of it my friend, with an addi- 
tional one thousand members this de- 
partment, by reason of the added 
monies it would have at its disposal, 
commensurate with its proposed pro- 
gram, would put into effect a visual 
educational program that would find 
its way into every school of learning. 
Teachers, parents, children and the 
layman at large, through this medium, 
would of necessity become foot con- 
scious. With additional money, through 
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increased membership, sound pictures 
could be made. This would afford the 
public additional entertainment as well 
as the scientific knowledge which 
would come to them. 

When one realizes the number of re- 
quests which come to this office daily 
for educational films, one then must 
only realize the fertile field which is 
ours and which is ready for cultiva- 
tion. 

The Bureau of Visual Education has 
proved its worth. If it has accom- 
plished nothing else than to keep alive 
the scientific interests among its mem- 
bers, it will have served its purpose. 
But, we cannot stop there. Our aim is 
to serve the public; make them foot 


conscious; steer them clear of the char- 


latan. When this will have been ac- 
complished, this department will have 
fulfilled its purpose. 

Now, Mr. Non-Member, if you plus 
999 non-members were to join our 
ranks this task could be accomplished, 
and to say the least, you would become 
an important “cog” in the great wheel 
of human endeavor. 

The Bureau of Visual Education has 
an elaborate program in contemplation. 
If monies can be had, and this is pos- 
sible by an increase of new members, 
this program can be put into effect. 

Will you, Mr. Non-Member, add 
your name to the list of those who are 
helping to further the interests of the 
Bureau of Visual Education? 


What the National Association is Doing for You 


ARE YOU ACQUAINTED with the num- 
erous committees of the National 
Association, their names and ‘what 
they are doing for Chiropody and you? 

Space will not permit me to go into 
detail as to the many activities of 
these committees, however, I feel that 
you should be acquainted with the 
names of the National Committees 
and a few facts about their program. 

THe LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE is 
concentrating on passage of Chiropody 
Legislation in the five remaining states 
without a Chiropody Law, and assist- 
ing any state wishing to amend their 
present State Chiropody Law. 

THe PusBiic RELATIONS COMMIT- 
TEE is contacting national advertisers 
of ‘shoes and supply houses for chi- 
ropody publicity in their national ads, 
such as “See your Chiropodists regu- 
larly,” “Consult your Chiropodists 
Periodically.” This committee has 
asked for the appointment of State 
Public Relation Committees to secure 
chiropody publicity through their 
local merchants and shoe stores. Plans

for procedure are sent to each State 
Chairman immediately upon receipt 
of the name of appointee. 

THE ScrENTIFIC COMMITTEE can 
supply material to anyone who is 
interested in some particular phase 
of our practical work or material for 
scientific lectures, A number of ar- 
ticles are being prepared for publica- 
tion in THE JOURNAL. 

THe Mepicat RELATIONS Com- 
MITTEE reports that many thousands 
of brochures have been distributed to 
the membership in addition to 7,399 
physicians and hospitals contacted in 
the last year through direct corres- 
pondence. This was accomplished 
through the transmission of mailing 
lists from individual members of our 
organization to physicians and hospi- 
tals in their communities. 

THE Bureau or VisuaL Epuca- 
TION has five scientific pictures on 
hand for your use at meetings or con- 
ventions and one picture for the edu- 
cation of the public to Chiropody- 
(Podiatry). These films were made 
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for your use and can be secured from 
the Visual Education Committee. 

THE ORGANIZATION COMMITTEE 
has appointed a state Chairman in 
each affiliated state; it has adopted a 
program which includes the philoso- 
phy of organized effort and makes 
each non-member one of the obstruc- 
tors of justice, chiropody justice, at 
a time when the active support is 
most necessary to preserve our place 
in the social scheme. It is also pro- 
viding for more united cohesion and 
less individualistic politics. It hopes 
to affiliate all states not now part of 
us, to aid in legislative programs in 
those states. 

Pusiic the value of this 
committee is not to be estimated in 
the progress scientifically and eco- 
nomically, of our profession. For 
some years now, it has provided most 
valuable material to our Council on 


Education, to our scientific work, to 
our colleges, and yet, has capably con- 
trolled the types and forms of foot 


clinics. Expensive, yes, but how im- 
portant for so little expense. Every 
day proves the value of this com- 
mittee. 

Councit ON Epucation. The 
Council on Education is perhaps our 
most important function, and briefly 
has done the following for our pro- 
fession: It has made diploma mills 
practically impossible since almost all 
the states recognize its grading of 
schools as the proper recommendation 
for that school to exist. It has con- 
stantly urged and caused the increase 
of educational standards so that we 
may acquire the position we should 
in the scientific world. It has offered 
protection to the public from the 
charlatan and quack. It must con- 
tinue to do this and continue to raise 
our standards, and continue to insist 
upon definite improvement in col- 
leges teaching our profession. 

This all takes time and money and 


is very sorely slackened by the dis- 
interested non-member. 

PROMOTION CoMMITTEE. This year 
this committee will present to Con- 
gress a bill establishing Chiropody 
(Podiatry) Corps in the Military Serv- 
ice of the United States. It is abso- 
lutely necessary that they have the 
co-operation of every state to pass 
this bill. 

THE PuBLic INFORMATION CoM- 
MITTEE has on hand a number of 
pamphlets for distribution in your 
office, also lectures for public speak- 
ing and is now preparing a lecture 
on “Children’s Feet.” 

In addition to this they are pre- 
paring an outline of study classes to 
educate our members as public speak- 
ers and as an aid to presenting foot 
facts to the public. 

SOCIALIZED CHIROPODY is a new 
committee having been appointed this 
year for the first time. The Chair- 
man is gathering all the data avail- 
able on socialized medicine and den- 
tistry. This committee will have 
something definite and constructive 
for chiropody to report at our next 
convention. This committee is also 
investigating “Mushroom Mail Order 
Schools” and their effect upon the 
social structure today. 

THE STuDENTs Apvisory Com- 
MITTEE is an agency through which 
students can secure information con- 
cerning conditions of practice, such 
as population and other helpful aids 
in establishing a practice. 

THe Etnics COMMITTEE stands 
ready to assist you with any problem 
in your state and has a very definite 
program, however, to date this com- 
mittee has received comparatively few 
names of state chairmen although 
every state has been requested to make 
this appointment and send the name 
of the appointee to the N.A.C, Chair- 
man, 

These are only a few of the things 
that the National Association is doing 
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for Chiropody and You. All of this 
information is available to your State 
Society and to you. 

The success of N.A.C. committees 
depends upon the co-operation of the 
membership in carrying out the vari- 
ous ideas advanced by them after 
hours, days and weeks of thought and 
consultation with fellow workers. 

Ninety per cent of your member- 


ship are workers and will work if 
given something to do. 

Finally it is necessary that you ap- 
point committee chairmen correspond- 
ing to all N.A.C. Committees if you 
wish to profit by your affiliation with 
the National Association. You can 
readily see that chiropody and you 
will benefit only to the degree of co- 
operation extended to the National 
Association Committees. 


Why Conventions Are Held 


CONVENTION—A BODY OF PERSONS, 
members of a party—met for a com- 
mon purpose. In keeping with this 
thought, the members of The Na- 
tional Association of Chiropodists-Po- 
diatrists gather annually in a state se- 
lected by a majority vote at a meeting 
of the House of Delegates. The state 
thus honored is privileged to act as 
host to the parent body. 

Primarily, this convention is held 
for the purpose of disseminating sci- 
entific knowledge. Leaders in the med- 
ical, podiatric-chiropodical and kin- 
dred professions, are invited to give 
either practical demonstrations or lec- 
tures on subjects of interest to those 
attending. 

Exhibitors from all sections of the 
country display the newest types of 
office equipment, physical therapy mo- 
dalities, corrective shoes, surgical sup- 
plies, instruments, medications, etc., 
and our institutions of podiatry learn- 
ing feature scientific exhibits and lit- 
erature well recognized for their edu- 
cational worth. 

Here one meets his brother prac- 
titioner. Problems affecting the pro- 
fession are seriously discussed and from 
these sessions, one may learn the new- 
est technic in podiatry practice. “All 
work and no play makes Jack a dull 
boy”. Ah! but our hosts furnish 
oodles of play, sight-seeing trips, en-

tertainment, banquets and other forms 
of social activities. Five days of com- 
bined learning and recreation—a pleas- 
ant method of securing better health 
insurance, 

Items of interest to the public are 
syndicated through the mediums of 
newspaper articles and the publicity 
gained for Chiropody-Podiatry is in- 
valuable to the individual practitioner. 
But, we do lose sight of one impor- 
tant activity at our conventions and 
that is organization.

“I hope from the bottom of my 
heart that you will make no alliance 
with any other profession except the 
medical to get your law through the 
legislature. To tie up with chiro- 
practors, osteopaths, or optometrists 
to oppose the medical practice act will 
be an irredeemable mistake involving 
the gravest consequences to chiropody 
in W. and elsewhere. 

“If you support these cults this is 
what will happen. Remember that 
they are already openly endeavoring 
to take over chiropody. If you help 
them you will be licensing them to 
take your livelihood away from you. 
You will be cutting your own throat. 
You will be taking an adder to your 
bosom to sting you to death, More- 
over they are advertisers of the most 
flagrant type. They will drag chi- 
ropody down to a level beneath re- 
spect. To prove all this look across 
your state boundaries into C———— 
and pick up any telephone book any- 
where in the United States. 

“On the other hand, the medical 
practice act will protect YOU by re- 
straining THEM. No chiropractor or 
osteopath has been able to get a license 
in since this law was passed. 

“You must remember, too, that 
Oregon and California courts have re- 
cently handed down decisions restrain- 


ing these cults to their own narrow 
field, all of which indicates that they 
are unmistakably on their way out and 
we can not afford to ally ourselves 
with them, If there were anything 
in their work that a good masseur 
could not do the medical profession 
would have had it long ago. 

“Still another point that I must re- 
mind you of is the situation in 
M . A new society has been 
organized there which has affiliated 
with the Midwest Association. This 
is a Scholl outfit. If you wish to ° 
fight H: and his crowd, who are 
being helped by Stickel for Scholl, 
then you must get the respect and 
support of the medical profession and 
you can only do this by getting your 
own loyal, ethical members to stop 
all advertising, go to the medical men 
and place yourselves in their hands. 
YOUR FORTUNES ARE WITH 
THEM AND NO ONE ELSE.”

A Message to the Non-Member 


A PERFECTLY REASONABLE question is 
that of the non-member when he, 
upon being approached from the or- 
ganization, parries with the retort, 
“What does the organization do that 
is of any value to me or to the pro- 
fession?” 

Joining an organization is a busi- 
ness proposition, though more upon 
the mutual basis of return than one 
would expect from a direct profit in- 
vestment. Justly then, and wisely, 
the prospective member asks just what 
the organization is doing in the way 
of expending his dues and utilizing 
his increment to the numerical po- 
tency of the organization. 

Thus each of us who have been in- 
trusted with certain duties of our 
organized work are charged with the 
need of accounting and justifying 
our position of demand that every 
practitioner become a member of the 
N.A.C. Certainly every officer in- 
vested with duties of organization 
should be readily accountable to the 
least of his membership, as well as to 
the non-member who would seek spe- 
cific knowledge of worth before 
joining. 

We may speak here of but two 
committees of our national organiza- 
tion, the Division of Public Clinics, 
and the Committee on Medical Re- 
lations, of which the writer has been 
Chairman for the past seven and three 
years, respectively.

N. A. C. DIVISION OF PUBLIC CLINICS 
COMMITTEE ON MEDICAL RELATIONS 


The older of these two committees, 
the Division of Public Clinics, was 
assumed by the present Chairman in 
1930. At that time there were 
twenty-two free foot clinics, includ- 
ing those of our schools, operating in 
the United States. The economics of 
practice were not such a serious prob- 
lem of the profession at that time, 
and our altruism prompted us to an 
intensive drive to establish more free 
foot clinics for the dissemination of 
the gospel of chiropody, as well as the 
alleviation of the suffering poor who 
could not afford treatment from the 
private practitioner. In 1931 there 
were established through the direct 
efforts of this department six addi- 
tional free foot clinics. In 1932 the 
total was forty-seven clinics, an in- 
crease of twenty-five clinics in two 
years; and in the following six months 
the original goal of your chairman of 
fifty foot clinics was passed. 

Then occurred the economic and 
professional chaos which was met with 
a direct about-face movement upon 
the part of this committee with a con- 
certed effort to control the establish- 
ment of free clinics greater in numbers 
than the economics of the situation 
would permit. 

In 1934, greatly through the efforts 
and the advice of this committee, the 
total number of such free clinics, aside 
from hospitals, was reduced to 


twenty-nine, 
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Not overlooking the possible ad- 
vantages to be derived from the struc- 
ture of a functioning committee, the 
efforts of this department were then 
turned towards establishing the chi- 
ropodist in hospitals where he might 
further propagandize his worth with- 
out the economic bleeding of his 
profession through the error of the 
general free foot clinic. Here was a 
specialized service, in which he might 
enter whole-heartedly with a knowl- 
edge and a technique which would be 
a direct contribution to medical prac- 
tice and the saving of human lives. 

A secondary committee was started 
for the purpose of making more hos- 
pital contacts, and the Committee on 
Medical Relations functioned as the 
medium for dissemination of knowl- 
edge of the work of the chiropodist 
in the diabetic field, and the two 
moved apace in the three years which 
followed. In 1930 there were five 
hospital appointments of chiropodists; 
in 1934 the Committee on Medical 
Relations corresponded with one thou- 
sand three hundred and sixty-four 
hospitals, and nine thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty physicians in the 
United States, carrying the message 
of chiropodical care of the diabetic. In 
this year of 1936 we may be proud of 
our record of thirty-eight chiropodists 
now firmly established as appointees of 


hospitals in the country. The two 
committees have become practically 
synonymous in their activities and the 
enlightenment of the medical pro- 
fession and the establishment of the 
chiropodist in his rightful field pro- 
ceeds through the expedient use of 
either, 

The work outlined above would 
alone justify the non-member in sup- 
porting such endeavor, but if he seeks 
further for reason, let him consider 
the very necessary work of policing 
the activities of our school clinics and 
the influence neglect of such work 
would have upon the profession as a 
whole. The clinical facilities of our 
schools afforded to the student, and 
the resultant type of training, is of 
vital interest to the practitioner from 
both the economics of overcrowding 
our school clinics, as well as the stigma 
of glutting the profession with the 
undertrained through lack of sufficient 
clinical material in our school train- 
ing. Here the work of the Division 
of Public Clinics becomes one of a 
distasteful nature in many ways, but 
it must continue as a safeguard to our 
efficient growth. 

We have propounded for the non- 
member and attempted to answer for 
the member. Step up, colleague, with 
your dues or your don’ts! 


The Students Advisory Council

THE STUDENTS ADVISORY COUNCIL is 
the newest activity of The National 
Association of Chiropodists. It was 
originated in 1936 as an experimental 
service and the results obtained showed 
that this was an advisory bureau which 
should be continued. 

In years gone by, chiropody gradu- 
ates started practice where they would, 
this usually being in one of the larger 
cities or towns. The outcome was that 
these communities of more than 


50,000 population have generally be- 
come overcrowded with practitioners 
while numerous smaller towns which 
support various types of professional 
specialties have no chiropodists at all. 

The chiropody profession has been 
suffering from what might be called 
“growing pains”, so to speak, and it is 
to be the function of this committee to 
alleviate this condition in the future 
by guiding new graduates to suitable 
towns for practice and thus relieve 
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the congestion in the communities now 
overcrowded, 

Many practitioners start practice in 
their chosen township and perhaps 
have little interest in organized chi- 
ropody. They see no need for mem- 
bership in their state and national as- 
sociations. Perhaps, after a time, they 
find their practice becoming pretty 
competitive, due in part to an influx 
of new graduates in town. 

Being non-members, they are isolated 
from the news of current activities in 
the chiropody organization. They do 
not benefit from the clinical and edu- 
cational demonstrations to be found at 
the local or state meetings. Their 
morale is lowered because of lack of 
encouragement which could have been 
obtained through participation in local, 
state and national educational and pro- 
motional programs and the only way 
such practitioners meet the added com- 
petition is by fee cutting and fault- 
finding. 

With them, the fault lies with the 
profession . . . “it’s not what it used 
to be”. The fault, in their opinion, 
lies with the colleges . . . “there are 
too many new graduates”. The state 
board exams are too lenient, or any 
number of reasons are found for their 
plight, never realizing that they are 
doing nothing to help remove the ac- 
tual condition. 

This year the Students Advisory 
Council of the N.A.C. is forging an- 
other link in the long chain of bene- 
fits to be derived from membership in 
the organization. Eventually, every 
city and town in the United States will 
be charted as to the possibilities for 
chiropody practice. Students will be 
encouraged to practice in towns having 
real opportunities and warned of the 
overcrowded conditions in other com- 
munities, 

Are you one of these non-members 
who feels that “something should be 
done”? Do you realize that you can 
help yourself best by membership in 
your state and national organization? 
By activity within the Association? 
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For, whether it is educational, legisla- 
tive, publicity, economic or advisory 
benefits you desire, the support of 
your membership is needed and MEM- 
BERSHIP IS A DUTY AND PRO- 
MOTES PROGRESS. 


VAST FIELD OPEN 
TO CHIROPODISTS 


EsTIMATES BASED ON KNOWN FACTS 
and reasonable deductions, as brought 
out in bulletins recently published by 
the National Foot Health Council, in- 
dicate plainly that there is an ocean 
of potential practice that awaits the 
services of enterprising chiropodists. 
A multitude of people in industry who 
need foot care and treatment do not 
know where to turn. Masses of people 
are struggling along from day to day, 
shuffling on sore and painful feet, de- 
pending on ten-cent store remedies. 

All this large proportion of the 
population would be hugely benefited 
through foot examinations offered to 
workers in industrial plants and de- 
partment stores through the appoint- 
ment of staff chiropodists. Aside from 
urging foot care in childhood, and 
regular periodic examinations of the 
feet of school children, the National 
Foot Health Council has as a major 
objective, foot care in industry. 
Wherever appointments are consid- 
ered preference is given to members 
of the state societies affiliated with the 
National Association of Chiropodists. 

Knowledge of these conditions 
should stimulate and energize the 
younger members, and many of their 
elders too, who have fallen into the 
rut of thinking that the field of chi- 
ropody is small and already over- 
crowded. It may be a long hard pull 
to bring about foot care in industry, 
but when the day arrives ten thou- 
sand chiropodists will be none too 
many to give proper supervision to 
those men and women whose daily 
routine requires the use of their feet 
while standing, walking, or operating 
machinery.

The next regular session will 
be January 1938, at which time the 
bill will be introduced and outlooks 
for its passage are very favorable, due 
to recent contacts which promise to 
be most favorable. 

Wyoming: Dr. Lewis A. Catellier, 
chiropodist of Cheyenne, has recently 
been elected to the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the State of Wyoming. 
Dr. Catellier recently called on Dr. 
Mahaffey in his office in Springfield 
for a conference in drawing up a pro- 
posed bill and at that time Dr. Catellier 
assured the National Legislative Com- 
mittee that Wyoming will receive 
sufficient votes in both the Senate and 
the House this coming session to se- 
cure passage of the bill. Dr. Catellier 
is an outstanding leader in the com- 
munity particularly among the Vet- 
erans of the American Legion and has 
already contacted the Governor who 
has assured him of his approval of the 
proposed legislation.

Hawaiian Islands: Dr. F. T. Bilton 
of Honolulu has written in for assis- 
tance in drafting regulation measures 
regarding the practice of chiropody in 
the Hawaiian Islands. The committee 
has forwarded him such information 
as he desired and will assist in the 
passage of said legislation for the 
Island. 

New Mexico: Dr. Miller Lane of 
Albuquerque, N. M., reports progress 
in organizing the Chiropodists of New 
Mexico, and plans to introduce a law 
this coming session. 

Oregon: Dr. B. F. Kelly, Secretary 
of the Oregon State Association of 
Chiropodists, reports the following: 

“Salem, Nov. 9 (A.P.)—A regu- 
larly licensed chiropractor has no au- 
thority to practice chiropody in this 
state unless he receives a license from 
the State Chiropodists Examining 
Board, Attorney General Van Winkle 
held in an opinion here today. 

“Van Winkle ruled that none of 
the operations defined in the statu- 
tory definition of a chiropodist is in- 
cluded in the statutory definition of 
chiropractic. 

“The opinion was requested by 
Frederick D, Strickler, Secretary of 
the State Chiropodists Examining 
Board.” 

The chiropractors in the State of 
Oregon have a minor surgery clause 


in their law, but even this does not 
give them the right to practice chi- 
ropody according to the Oregon At- 
torney General.

“The clerk of the court marked 
the case ‘closed’ and said Judge 
Wham’s action, in effect, consti- 
tuted a dismissal of the suit. The 
English underwriters had  con- 
tended they had no authorized 
agent in Illinois to accept service.” 


This substantiates the report given 
to the Massachusetts Chiropody Asso- 
ciation in response to an inquiry ad- 
dressed to the Massachusetts Insurance 
Commissioner, who in reply stated: 

“We advise that you do not have 
anything to do with the concern 
mentioned in your letter, as this 
insurance agency is not licensed to 
transact business in the State of 

Massachusetts. Furthermore, Lloyd’s 


of London cannot be licensed to 
transact business in this State. 


“We think it would be very un- 
wise for you to place your business 
with an unlicensed company as you 
might have serious difficulty in col- 
lecting if there were any claims. 
You might have to go to England 
to bring suit. 

“It is always well to deal with 
insurance companies duly licensed 
to transact business in Massachu- 
setts.” 


Chiropodists should be sure that the 
Malpractice Insurance they purchase 
is written by a company authorized 
and licensed to do business in their 
state. Bargain insurance never gives 


full protection and becomes exceed- 
ingly costly in the long run.
